ONGRESSMAN KNOWLAND re- 
turns home with the proud satis- 
faction of having initiated and car- 
ried to a successful conclusion the 
most important and far-reaching 


piece of legislation introduced at this or the 
preceding session of Congress, He has ren- 
dered a conspicuous service, not only to hit con- 
stituents, but the whole nation, by getting in- 
corporated in the Panama Canal bill a pro- 
vision remitting tolls to American ships passing 
through the canal. This provision will greatly 
sid in the revival of the American merchant 
marine. It will help the American shipper and 
' the American shipowner. 


The refusal of the Senate to strike out the 


Knowland section remitting tolls to American 
ships marks the end of a long struggle which 


has finally ended in the success of an undertak- 
ing that seemed well-nigh hopeless at times. 
The majority of the Commerce Committee of 
the House reported against Mr. Knowland's 
provision, but he fought the committee on the 
floor and won. The Senate committee reported 
adversely to remitting tolls to American ships 
and the British government, instigated by the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad, protested diplomat- 
ically that the remission would be a violation of 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 


Nevertheless, Mr. Knowland kept up the 


fight, and will greet his constituents with the 
consciousness of having won a victory for them 
against opposition of the most powerful sort. 
Arrayed against him were the transcontinental 
railroads and the combine of foreign shipown- 
ers, who had Senators Root and Burton, Re- 
publican leaders of the Senate, on their side. 


But Mr. Knowland's victory has earned him 


a crop of enemies who will stop at nothing to 
prevent his re-election. By his efforts to get 
through a bill denying the use of the canal to 
steamships owned by railway corporations he 
has incurred the bitter hostility of the Pacific 
Mail Company, headquarters in San Francisco, 
which can be relied on to fight him with every 
weapon within its reach. Likewise his efforts 
to have government ships built in the navy 
yards have brought on him the resentment of 
the Shipbuilding Trust, which has one foot in 
San Francisco. 


Therefore, Mr. Knowland will encounter in 


the coming campaign the combined opposition 
of special interests, both domestic and foreign, 
commanding a powerful influence and an un- 
limited supply of money. Having won a sig- 
nal victory for the people, Mr. Knowland will 


be portrayed as an enemy of the people. Hav- 
ing beaten the predatory interests in a battle of 
giants, he will be depicted as the friend of the 
predatory interests. Big Business will try to 
rub its own mud on him. 


The railroad and foreign steamship com- 


bine will spend money like water to be able to 
say when Congress meets again that the cham- 
pion of free tolls for American ships has been 
repudiated by his constituents. 
The combine 


will not care who is elected to succeed him, if 
they can only point to his defeat as an evidence 
of their power and the ingratitude of the peo- 
ple. But the people of this district know Know- 
land and they know who his enemies are, and 
they cannot be bamboozled by clap-trap into 
punishing their faithful representative to fur- 
ther the designs of greedy corporations.

Cultivation of grace is the cultivation of the physical body, 


but is entirely mechanical unless a gentleness of manner ac- 
companies it. To enter a carnage gracefully, to sit, to rise, 
to greet a friend; to courtesy "to royalty, or to walk across a 
room is entirely a matter of physical condition. A woman 
whose muscles are pliant, and who carries little flesh is always* 
more graceful than a fat woman. She can bend and turn in a 
lithe manner without stiffness or jerkiness, whereas a heavy- 
woman—I mean not only heavy in weight, but heavy in muscle 
and mind—will be stiff and awkward in anything- she may do. 


If this woman can instill in her audiences a desire to be 


graceful in manner through kindness of heart and good fel- 
lowship, her work will be a boon to all womankind. To find 
your center poise yon must find your motive, and from'that 
motive and honestness of purpose, combined with a desire for 
making others happy instead of gathering happiness from 
others, you will add grace to every action, either physical or 
mental. Remember, whether the knee bends to the deity or 
royalty the grace is in the humility.
